Washington, Nov. 5. — The first sea- 
son's field work in the co-operative 
investigation of the forest resuorces 
of Kentucky by the United States For- 
est Service and the State Board of 
Agriculture iins just been completed 
and the experts who have been in 
charge of the investigations have just 
returned to Washington. 

Good progress was made in the 
study during the past summer and all 
tlie terrliory drained by tlie Big San- 
dy and Little Sandy rivers and Tygart 
creek has been covered. This area 
Includes the following counties: Pike, 

Letcher Knott, Floyd, Martin, John- 
son, Lawrence, Boyd, Greenup, Carter 
and Elliot. The work will be taken 
up again next spring and completed 
so far as the funds available will per- 
mit. The expense of the Investiga- 
tion is borne jointly by the Govern- 
ment and the State, each appropriat- 
ing $2,000. 

There has been an average of three 
men on the work for the past three 
months, J. S. Holmes, of the section 
of co-operation in the Forest Service, 
has been in charge of the study and 
R. G. Pond, Wesley Hradfleld and Max 
The latter was added to the force the 
latter part of the summer. Each man 
took a county or other specified area 
and visited the watersheds In his dis- 
trict. As much information as possi- 
ble was gained from local land own- 
ers, limber dealers and sawmill men. 
Since figures relative to stand per 
acre were essential, many sample' area 
were estimated, care being taken to 
note the percentage of specie, as well 
as the total volume. 

The object of the study has been to 
determine the present timber supply, 
the rate of consumption and other 
facts which may serve as a basis for 
suggestions and recommendations to 
be embodied in the report which is 
to be submitted to the Kentucky Leg- 
islature. 

The investigation so far conducted 
has shown that, within reasonable dis- 
tance of railroads and floating streams 
there Is very liuie good timber left, 
and yellow poplar is getting scarce

Many watersheds are 
practically devoid of mercantile tim- 
ber, and many others are rapidly ap- 
proaching this condition. Much of 
the land has been cleared for farming 
purposes, but owing to the steepuess 
of the hills, tfhich In many sections 
wash badly, and to the natural pov- 
erty of the soil, a largo proportion of 
tl:e cleared land has been abandon- 
ed, after raising a few crops of corn, 
and It Is now growing up in briars 
and bushes, very slowly reveratlng 
to forest again. 

This part of the State is on the 
whole fairly thickly settled, and the 
people depend to a large extent on 
marketing and manufacture of the 
timber for a livelihood. It Is there- 
fore highly Important, not so much 
that the timber Itself should be pre- 
served, but that the forest lands 
should be handled In such a way that 
a perpetual supply of timber may rea- 
sonably be expected.

The coast artillery of ihe army is in 
a bud way, according to a statement 
issued yesterday from me headquar- 
ters of the Artillery Corps. Tin state- 
ment is headed: “Recruits wanted — 

10,000 able-bodied men in the coast ar- 
tillery; $13 a month with board and 
lodging offered. 

The difficulties iu getting men for 
the coast artillery ure set forth lu 
the statement with a remarkable de- 
gree of frfenkness. It says In part : 
"The caost defenses of the United 
States are facing the most serious con- 
dition that has come up in recent 
years. Reports received by the War 
Department show that with an author 
ized force of 19,331 men the coast ar- 
tillery on October 15 was able to mus- 
ter only 9,628.

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The United States Government has 
filed auit at Alamogordo for the re- 
covery of the timber lands of ihe Ala- 
mogordo Lumber Company. The gov- 
ernment has entered a similar suit 
against the Pensylvanla Development 
jCompauy of Albuquerque, which oper- 
ates extensive tracts of timber land 
situated in the Mauzauo Mountains. 
It 1 b stated that more than $500,000 
are involved In, the two suits. The 
Alamogordo Lumber Company Is a 
subsidiary concern of the Phelps- 
Dodge Company the Eastern syndicate 
which owns the El Paso and South- 
western Railroad and the coal fiel 
of Dawson, N. M., as well as large 
mining and smelting interests in Ari- 
zona and Mexico. 

Some novel points are at issue iu 
the two suits. The lumber interests 
throughout the West will be interested 
in the outcome, as many of them oc- 
cupy the. same position as the two 
defendant companies lu the ma'ter of 
acquiring their lands. The peril ion In 
the case against the Alamogordo Lum- 
ber Company is voluminous, and Is 
signed by Ormsby McHarg and Peyton 
Gordon, special assistants to the at- 
torney general of the United States. 

It is alleged in the petiiion that the 
lumber company through its agent, W. 
A. Hawkins, secured from the govern- 
ment commissioners of New Mexica 
the penflissiou to select certain parcelf 
of land on which were dense forests 
of pine and other valuable trees; that 
this agent at first tried to secure 24,- 
000 acres to he deeded directly from 
the government to the lumber cornpau 
and falling in this he secured the 
names of 163 persons, and through 
them and their applications he finally 
secured the possession of 23,571 acres, 
all or nearly all of which are covered 
with dense forests. 

It is further alleged that each one 
of the applicants was informed that 
the law required his procedure, and 
after they had made their applications 
each for 160 acres, they gave power ol' 
attorney to C. P. Davidson of Scran- 
ton Pa., and that Davidson, through 
the power of attorney he held deed- 
ed all the land so secured to the lum- 
ber company, without any of the ori- 
ginal applicants receiving any com- 
pensation whatever. The lumber com- 
pany, in making payments on this 
land, at the rate of $3 per acre, paid 
into the territorial fund the sum of j 
$70,715 and the various payments when 
made were credited to the individual 
names of those who made the original 
the lumber company held deeds exe- 
cuted to it by the 163 persons who 
^iad secured the land upon their ap- 
plication. 

It is claimed by the government 
that the lumber company was aware 
of the fact that the lands contained 
valuuble timber, and that this timber 
was worth at the very least $250,000. 

These various transactions occurred 
in 1899, und the actual cutting of the 
timber hegau shortly afterward, and 
since 

The petition prays for a perpetual 
Injunction restraining the lumber com 
pany from holding possession of tlu- 
lands, aud that an accounting be ren- 
dered of •all sales and proficz of the 
lumber company during the period 
that it lias operated the lands and 
that the deeds to the lands be declar- 
ed null and void and the land revert 
to the'government. 

The petition gives the name of the 
163 men who made the original appli- 
cations for the purchase of the land. 
Most of them live in Siranlon, Pa.

Henderson, Ky., Oct. ^1. — The Stem- 
ming lJibtrict Tobacco Association to- 
day consummated a deal whereby the 
Imperial Tobacco Company will be- 
come possessor of the 1907 tobacco 
crop of 16.000,000 pounds. The price 
to be paid in round numbers is $1,- 
280,oo0 or about an average of eight 
and a fraction cents a pound. This 
tobacco will come front the five coun- 
ties, Crittenden, Webster, Hopkins, 
Union and Henderson.. 

Tile Executive Committee of the as- 
sociation has appointed graders for the 
various factories at which the tobacco 
will be delivered and prices will he 
paid for each of the four grades as 
follows: First grade, $10. $10 and $4; 

second grade, $9, $9 and $3; third 
grade, $8, $8, and $2; fourth grade $7, 
$7 and $2. This means much ready 
cash for the tobacco growers of the 
stemming district, and which they will 
get as the deliveries are made. The 
deal was made through Edwin Hodge, 
manager f^r the Imperial at this point 
with J. Stokes Taylor conducting the 
negotiations on behalf of the associa- 
tion. 

The 1906 crop Is as yet in part un- 
sold. The association put up about 
11,000,000 and after selling two fac- 
torits ihe association now has of this 
crop 5,000,000 pounds of strip which Is 
held at about $800,000. Negotiations 
are now pending for the sale of this 
balance of the 1906 crop. There Is 
much joy among the growers and the 
members of the association.

Good Specimens of Those Datod 1790 
and 1797 Are Valuable. 

The half dollar Is one of the most 
plentiful of all the series of United 
States coins, having been Issued regu* 
larly each year with but five excep- 
tions since the coinage of the deiugn- 
lnation first began in 1794. These 
exceptions were the years 1798, 1799. 
1800, 1808 and 1816. 

This Is the reason why so few of 
them are rare nowadays and that 
many specimens of the early dates are 
to be had for little more than face 
value In a condition that would Indi- 
cate they were only a year or two 
old, Instead of dating back nearly a 
hundred years, a3 many do. 

Altogether there have been issued 
235 varieties of the half dollar, and all 
of the branch mints have struck coins 
In this denomination, except those of 
Dahlonega, Ga., and Charlotte. N. C„ 
which were authorized to strike only 
gold coins. 

The very rare half dollars are those 
dated 1796 and 1797. Of those of 1790 
there are two varieties, one with fif- 
teen stars on the obverse around the 
bust of Liberty, the other with sixteen 
stars. Each of these two varieties 
has brought over $100 when In per- 
fect condition. 

The 1797 half dollar is the 



riots In Lan- 
cashire about the middle of the last 
century the ready resources of Lyon 
Playfair saved one of the only two 
mills which remained open at the time.

The I>oor oltl mnn ’ knowln K that 
king meant a life sentence, stag- 
gered into his cell and wept bitterly. 
Nevertheless he was liberated In twen- 
ty-four hours, having accomplished tlie 
wonderful task of telling the correct 
time in the dnrk with a watch without 
hands. How did he do It? 

A watch derives Its power of motion 
from the recoil of the mainspring, and 
the recoil Is governed by the balance 
and lever. For Instance, If It takes 
twenty-four full turns of the stem to 
wind the watch and the watch runs 
twenty-four hours when fully wound, 
then for each turn of the stem It will 
run one hour. 

A more simple method Is to hold the 
stem firmly between the fingers and 
turn the watch around. In winding the 
watch to run for one hour the ratchet 
on the mainspring will click, say, thirty 
times, which proves that this watch 
runs two minutes for ench click of the 
rntchet which Is attached to the main- 
spring. We will suppose it was 12 
o’clock noon when the watch was last 
wound up and you now wish to know 
the time. Beginning to wind it up. 
you count the clicks and find that be- 
fore It Is again wound up fully the 
ratchet clicks 130 times. By dividing 
this by thirty we get four and ono- 
third, or four hours and twenty min- 
utes, which added to 12 o’clock makes 
the hour 4:20 p. m. 

While watches are not gll exactly 
alike, the principle Is the same, and It 
Is simply u case of mental arithmetic 
In order to be able to toll the time. 
But you must always remember the 
time of the starting point or first wind- 
ing and after that tho time at the 
last winding. 

The above was the method used by 
the poor old peasant, whose life mostly 
depended on his release and who was 
Immediately rewarded by the king 
with his liberty and a life pension.
